MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


4 Jealous Man ‘Shoots His Wife and 


Finishes Himself. 

NEW YORK, April 15.—Frederick 
Merrick shot and killed his wife today 
in her bedroom at their home in Brook- 
lyn. Then, standing before the mirror 
in an adjoining room, he fired a bullet 
into his right temple. Death was in- 
stantaneous in both cases. The couple, 
who were well-to-do, had been married 
six years. and leave a child five years 


old. 

It is alleged that Merrick was sts- 
picious of his wife. About daybreak a 
woman in the house heard Mrs. Merrick 
cry out in an alarmed tone: Oh, Fred, 
what are you going to do? Are vou 
crazy?”

NEW YORK, April 15.—The World 


| tomorrow will state that gold bonds of 


the provistonal republic of Cuba will 
soon be on the market, and that the se- 
curities are already engraved. Sealed 
proposals for their purchase have been 
asked, so that the long- anticipated 
financial move on the part of the revolu- 
tionists is actually made. The entire 
issue planned is $10,000,900, but the first 
debenture will involve only $2,000,000 of 
the whole. principal, due ten years af- 
ter the evacuation of the island by the 
Spanish forces, and all revenues are 
pledged to the payment of principal and 
interest. No bid under 60 per cent. of 
the face value will be received. The 
authority to issue the bonds is conferred 
on Tomas Estrada Palma by the re- 
public of Cuba. 

Several Wall-street were 
seen in reference to the matter, and ex- 

pressed the belief that the bonds 
would command a fair price.

A rumor was current that Charlotte 
Maloney, who was said to be dressed 
in brown and wore gold-brimmed eye- 
glasses, would be there. Accordingly 
a sharp lookout was kept by the ex- 
cited crowd, who were mostly women, 
and soon a lady was noticed near the 
cemetery lodge gates, who was dressed 
in brown and wore glasses. Unfor- 
tunately, this was Mrs. Adelaide Har- 
riet Proul, an American lady of Balti- 
more. Mrs. Proul had simply been at- 
tracted to the spot by the abnormal 
crowd and knew nothing about the 
funeral. 

Suddenly some one exclaimed: “There 
whe is!’ and a number of excited fe- 
males rushed at her, beat her with 
Sticks and umbrellas, and threw mud 
and stones at her, while others event- 


‘| ually seized her with the avowed inten- 


tion of tearing her limb from limb. At 
the moment, however, that she was be- 
ing trampled under foot, the police, 
headed by a detective, charged and 
fought their way through the crowd 
and rescued the woman. The efforts of 


the police to assure the mob that they 


had made a mistake, were all in vain, 
and an attempt was made to wrest Mrs. 
Proul from the officers, who escorted 
her away by sheer force, and with ggeat 
difficulty to the lodgekeeper’s house, 
which hundreds of people then be- 
sieged.

It is to Be Lesated.: on Mount San 
Miguel. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIPE.) 

CHICAGO, April 15.—A. H. Isham of 
San Francisco, second vice-president of 
the World’s Proctor Memorial Associa- 
tion, is in the city. Isham is on his 
way to Belfast, Ireland, to confer with 
Mrs. Proctor, the widow of the astron- 
omer, Richard A. Proctor, and will visit 
Washington in the interest of the 
project of erecting the largest astro- 
nomical observatory in the world on the 
summit of Mt. San Miguel. near San

This observatory is to be an interna- 
tional one, and Isham’s visit to Wash- 
ington will be to call upon representa- 
tives of the various governments to se- 
cure their cobperation.

SEDALIA (Mo.,) April 15.—The Mis- 
souri Democracy in State convention 
here today pledged itself unequivocally 
for free and unlimited coinage of silver 
at 16 to 1, and nominated the follow- 

ing delegates-at-large to Chicago: 

United States Senators G. G. Vest 
and F. M. Cockrell, Gov. W. J. Stone 
and G. W. Allen, ex-Mayor of St. 
Louis. They are pronouncedly in favor 
of white metal, and are instructed to 
vote for that issue. 5 

Ex-Congressman R. P. Bland's Pres- 
idential boom was a decided feature. It 
was launched by Gov. Stone and ap- 
proved by the convention with a de- 
cisiveness that left no doubt as to the 
silver champion’s strength. The con- 
vention, besides being one of the larg- 
est in the history of the State, was also 
one of the most enthusiastic and dis- 
orderly on record. Several severe 
fights were engendered, and an open 
rupture was threatened when Delegate 
Nick Bell threw a glass of water in the 
face of State Chairman Maffitt. 

One of the bitterest fights of the ‘soa 
vention came at the close of the gath- 
ering. It arose when C. C. Maffitt of 

St. Louis, the goldbug leader of the 
State, was nominated for delegate from 
the Fourteenth District. The commit- 
tee divided, Butler of St. Louis and 
Gov. Stone taking sides, respectively, 
for and against Maffitt, and making the 
hottest speeches of the day. For a time 
‘a split seemed certain. The roll was 
called, and Maffitt was turned down on 
a vote, and George R. Gregory of St. 
Louis. was nominated in his stead. St. 
Louis refused to vote on the question. 
The convention adjourned sine die at 
12:10 o’clock this morning. 

IN THE CONVENTION. 

SEDALIA (Mo.,) April 15.—Chairman 
Maffitt rapped the Democratic State 
Convention to order at 12:30 o’clock. 
Congressman William H. Hatch was 
announced as temporary chairman. and 
was given an ovation. He made an able 
address, and throughout his delivery 
was cheered long and loud. The men- 
tion of Bland as one of the most faith- 
ful of Democrats brought forth chéers. 
Hatch begged the leaders to stand by 
the doctrines of the Democracy as laid 
down by its founders, and proposed that 
the Chicago convention follow the lead 
taken by the Pertle Springs convention, 
and adopt an unequivocal silver plat- 
form.

the holders of the obligations of the 
United States the option reserved by 
law to the government of redeeming 
such obligations in either silver coin or 
gold ‘coin. 

Resolved, that we are opposed to the 
issuing of interest-bearing bonds of the 
United States in time of peace,and espe- 


cially are we opposed to placing the 
treasury of the government under the 


control of any syndicate of bankers, 
and the issuance of bonds to be sold by 
them at an enormous profit for the pur- 
pose of supplying the Federal treasury 
with gold to maintain the policy of gold 
monometallism 


Resolved, that the delegates elected 


by this convention to represent the 
Democracy of Missouri in the national 
Democratic convention at Chicago are 
instructed to cast their votes and use 
their influence in that convention for 
the adoption of sentiments hereinabove 
expressed, and such delegates are here- 
by further instructed to vote as a unit 
in all questions coming before such na-

The resolutions were signed by every 
member of the committee except Lion- 
berger of St. Louis, the lone ‘gold dele- 
gate.

Gov. Stone then set the convention 


afire by presenting a resolution norai- 
nating R. P. Bland as delegate to the 
Chicago convention.

OMAHA (Neb.,) April 15.—The State 
convention of Nebraska Republicans 
to select four delegates to the national 
convention convened in Omaha tonight 
with 1057 delegates present.

Covington then went to the head of 
the stairs and saw four men waiting 
for him at the bottom: Among them 
was Dick Williams, the ex-Mayor, who 
fired at Covington. The latter re- 
turned the shot, and Williams received 
it in the abdomen. Covington then 
walked downstairs without any oppo- 
sition and out into the street; with a 
h hand. He turned toward 
Nevadaville. In a few minutes the 
business men were alarmed and set 
out in pursuit with guns and pistols. 

Covington turned and fired two shots 
at Judge Arright. The crowd still fol- 
lowed him up and Sherman Harvey 
Lehman jumped into a milk

CHICAGO; April 15.—Hon. John G. 


Carlisle spoke on the currency question 


at the Auditorium tonight before an 
audience that filled the great hall to 
its utmost. The address was delivered 
under the auspices of the laboring men 
of Chicago, and they were there in full 
force, nearly three-quarters of the 
crowd being workingmen. 
Many local Democrats were anxious 
to obtain an interview with Mr. Car- 
lisle on the political situation in Ken- 


tucky, but he refused to discuss poli- 


tics in any way. He said he had 
come to Chicago to make an address 
on the currency question, and that 
nothing could induce him to talk poli- 
tics. His address, which was greeted 


with much applause, and which gave 


satisfaction to his hearers, was as fol- 


‘lows: | 


Mr, Carlisle opened with the assertion 
that the effect of the instability of the 


man, as must also the results of 
suspension of industrial activity. 
Said he: Labor cannot be h ed 
the idle day is. gone. forever; lost 
wakes are never reimbursed; and, 
therefore, steady employment and good 
pay in good money are essential to the 
comfort and happiness of the American 
laborer and his wife and children, and 
he will be unfaithful to himself and 
them if he does not insist upon the 
adoption and maintenance of such a 
policy as will most certainly preserve 
the value and stability of all our cur- 
rency and promote the regular an 
profitable conduct of all our industrial 
enterprises.“ 

He then went on to argue that the

he said, first established the ratio be- 
tween the two metals in the money of 
this country. They were govern in 
their decision entirely. by the market 
value of metals, relying in nowise upon 
the power of the government to éstab- 
lish relative values. ay. 

“They reached the conclusion,” said 
the Secretary, “that the true commer- 
cial ratio at that time was 15 to 1; that 
is, that fifteen ounces of stlver were 
equal in value to one ounce of gold, and 
accordingly the act of 1792; which was 


our first coimage law, “authorized the 


coinage of the two metals at that ratio. 
At the ratio thus established the silver 
dollar contained 371144 grains of fine sil- 


ver and the gold contained 24% grains 


of fine gold; but it was soon discovered 
that a mistake had been made, and 
that 371% grains of fine silver was not 
in fact equal in value to 24% grains of 
fine gold, and the consequence was that 
although the difference between the 
value of a silver dollar and the value of 
a gold dollar was only about 1% cents, 


silver drove gold out of use and out of 


the country, and from that time we 
had silver monometallism until after 


‘the passage of the acts of 1884 and 1837. 


“The fact that the silver was put into 
the form of a coin and made legal ten- 
der the same as gold, and that both 
dollars were declared to be worth 100 
cents each did not increase the value of 
the 871% grains of silver to any extent 
whatever. The people could not be de- 
ceived by mere words printed in a 
statute; they soon learned that the 
metal contained in the silver dollar 
was not equal in value to the metal 
contained in the gold dollar, and they 
pes silver to their oreditors and 

oarded the gold or sent it out of the 
country. 
In 1834, Congress determined to re- 
store gold to circulation, and so the 


ratio was changed to 16 to 1. This was 


a slight over-valuation of gold, and im- 
mediately the situation was reversed.. 
Silver filed. from the country and gold 
came in, Early in 1862, Congress, most 
unwisely in my opinion, authorized the 
issue of legal tender paper to circulate 
as money, and the usual and inevitable 
result followed. Gold ceased to be 
used as money and, the banks and the 
the treasury having suspended specie 
payments, the country was flooded with 
a depreciated currency worth at times 
less than 50 cents on the dollar. Later 
on, fractional paper currency was 
authorized by Congress, and the effect 
of this was to drive out of circulation

“Tf the interests of labor are to he 
left entirely out of consideration, and 
if it were not reasonably certain that 
‘a sudden revolution in our money sys- 
tem would at once arrest the progress 


of all our industries and produce al- 


most universal bankruptcy, this scheme 
to make the employer very rich and 
the laborer very poor, might be worthy 


of serious consideration, but the 
American. laborer has a right to de- 
mand pay for his work in as good 
money as the manufacturer received 
for his products in any part ot the 
world, and when he surrenders 

fight he is doomed to the same fate that 
has already overtaken his brothers in 
the silver-standard countries. It is but 
simple justice to say, in this connec 
tion, that the great body of employers, 
a t majority of the men who have 
emibariced their capital in industrial 
enterprises and are relying for suc 
cess upon their skill and énergy in the 
prosecution of their business, do not 
want the present standard of value 
overthrown, because they know that 
the establishment of silver monometal- 
lism would be ruinous to them.” 

The speaker then went on to that 
$1,810,597,000 now held in eavings banks 
in the United States, most of it de- 
posited by laboring people, as well as 
the hundreds of millions deposited in 
other banks, building associations, and 
other institutions, and the billions rep- | 
resented. by life-insurance policies 
would shrink to half by the adoption of 
free coinage of silver. This, he argued, . 
would not only put a hardship upon 


the frugal and careful, but would have 


a tendency to discourage the spirit of 
pe aaa that is now becoming so preva- 
ent, 

“But,” said he, “if free and unlimited 
coinage of legal-tender silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 ig established in this 
country, a very large part of the money 
deposited in these Various kinds of 
saving institutions, will not even be 
paid in depreciated silver, but wholly . 
lost because such a reckless monetary 
system would precipitate a financial 
pank which very few, it any, of the 
depositors could survive. I doubt that 
there is a single financial institution in 
the country that could sustain the pres- 
sure that would be immediaely made 
upon it by its depositors and other cred. 
itors, when it became apparent that 
our standard of value was to be low- 
ered and our currency depreciated by 
free coinage. Payment of all our obliga- 
tions held abroad would be demanded 
in gold at once; every investment of 
foreign capital in this country would be 
instantly withdrawn; every man who 
owed a debt at home or abroad would 


be called upon to pay it; all depositors. 


in. banks and other institutions would 
want to dithdraw their money at the 
same time; no loans could be negotl- — 
ated, and no credit would be given, be- 
cause no man would lend money or sell 
property on time when he knew with 
absolute certainty that he would be 
paid in depreciated currency. Creditors . 
would not walt for the actual passage 
of a free-coinage law, but as soon as 
such a measure had received the ap- 
proval of the people at an election they 
would demand their money, and, if not 
paid, they would enforce its collection 
by judicial proceedings and the forted 
sale of property. It is useless for you 
or me or anybody else to say that de- 
positors in banks and other creditors 
ought not to pursue this course When a ; 
crisis comes, or is apprehended, for 

they always have pursued it and al- 
ways will, unless human nature itself 


should be changed.

A LOVELY LAND. 


A Stalwart Race Inhabits the Vast 
Forests of Guiana. 


William E. Curtis, in writing in the 
Chicago Record concerning Guiana, 
says that aside from the mining camps 
the scattered inhabitants of the interior 
are Indians, chiefly Caribs and a few 
half-breeds of Carib and negro blood, 
called Cobungrus. They retain the 
many good qualities of the aborigines, 
adding to them the physique and 
strength of the West India negro, They 
are industrious, intelligent, docile and 
always hospitable to strangers. They 
love the open air and hate to work in 
the mines. Their houses consist of four 
posts suporting a roof of palm leaves. 
Sometimes thin walls are made of 
braided leaves and rushes. 

The men are usually naked except for 
a loin cloth of dark blue cotton, and 
ornaments of alligators’ teeth, monkeys’ 
teeth, snake rattles and other trophies 
of the chase. The women wear a sin- 
gle cotton gown, cut low at the top and 
high at the bottom, quantities of beads 
around their necks and arms, earrings 
and other ornaments. They are large- 
framed, stalwart creatures, capable of 
any degree of endurance, and they 
spend most of their lives in the open 
air. They swim like fish, shoot with 
guns and bows with equal facility, han- 
dle boats as well as the men, and the 
visitor might easily imagine regiments 
of Amazons such as the early voyagers 

described. In their wars, which have 
‘been infrequent since the sixteenth cen- 
tury, the women have fought side by 


side with the men, but they have never | 


provoked hostilities. They are as civil 
and as peaceable as any people in the 
world. They sleep in hammocks made 
of grass fibers, handsomely orna- 
mented with feathers and skins of birds 
and snakes. 


The foliage in the forests is marvel- |} 


ous. The colors are intense and the 
flowering plants are almost infinite in 
number and variety. The contrast be- 
tween the bright scarlet of some of 
the blossoms, the vivid green of the 
leaves and the huge, dark brown pods 
of the wild chocolate tree is very strik- 
ing. The air is always full of the cries 
of animals, insects and birds. There is 
no place on earth where vegetable and 
animal life thrive go luxuriously. The 
Indians partake so much of the 
nature of the animal kingdom that they 
understand by instinct the nature and 
habits of insects, reptiles,  biras 
and beasts, and they tame and train 
them without the slightest difficulty. 
They consider tame animals as legal 
tender in trade, with which they pur- 
chase what they want from their 
neighbors, They have no use for money, 
They spin the wild cotton and work up 


various fiber plants with great skill.. 


They weave exquisite hammocks and 
handsome robes for ceremonial occa- 
sions. They make good pottery and 
decorate it with the same designs that 
are found among the Incas of Peru. 


Penny Wise and 500 Pounds Foolish 
(California Fruit Grower: At a re- 
cent meeting of the State Horticultural 
Society, President Lelong spoke of a 
large orchardist in this State who, not 
long since, came to this city to buy 
Paris green with which to spray his 
orchards. When urged by Mr. Lelong 
to buy the pure article at a cost of 
about 25 cents per pound, the promi- 
nent orchardist Swore by the beard of 


the Prophet that he would let his fruit. 


go unsprayed before he would pay that 
price; and stoutly alleged that no man 
could afford to spray an orchard at so 
outrageous a cost for Paris green. Al- 
though assured by Mr. Lelong that 
only the pure article or that nearly 
pure is profitable to use in the orchard, 
the gentleman referred to finally made 
his purchases after much negotiation 
at about 6% cents per pound for so- 
called Paris green. Of course tne 


merest infant knows he did not get} 


Paris green, and that his money and 
time in using it will be wasted. But 
this man could not afford to spray his 
trees with something which would 
practically insure a crop, that is a few 
pounds of pure Paris green, but evi- 
dently thought he could afford to use 


some green substance which of course 


oe ees Paris green or any equivalent 
or it. 


Now let us see what this prominent. 


| fruit*grower probably made by his bad 


management in using so-called Paris 
green at 4% cents a pound, which was 
not Paris green, and which can do his 
fruit no good. 

We know nothing of the size of his 
orchard, but let us assume it to be 100 
acres, with 80 trees to the acre. Mu. 
B. F. Walton informs us that of the 
solution of 1 pound Paris green to 200 
gallons of water, about 2% gallons per 
tree would be the average amount used 
in bearing orchards. One pound of 
Paris green coSting, say 25 cents, would 
be enough for one acre of trees and 
cost less than one-third of a cent per 
tree; and 100 pounds, costing $25, would 
be sufficient to effectively spray once, 
the orchard of 100 acres containing 
8000 trees. Assuming that it would 
cost one dollar per acre for pure mae 
terial and labor to Spay one acre, or 
$100 for 100 acres, it would appear that 
the man who paid $25 for pure Paris 
green, would have something to show 
for his labor and expense in spraying; 
but who he should pay $4.50 for his 


“spraying material and $75 for labor, 


would lose the whole get for the 
substance used would be wholly worth- 
less. 
To put it in small space, the case 
would be parallel to that of a man who 
should buy a mixture of 1 part sugar 
and 4 parts sand for family use, be- 
cause he could get it at 2 cents a 
pound, while pure sugar would cost § 
cents a pound. It is certainly to be 
hoped there are few fruit-growers in 
California so recklessly improvident as 
the one he referred to, but who is 
wholly unknown to us by name.

THE DAY NURSERY. 


First Anniversary Celebrated Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 


The first anniversary of the King’s 
yesterday afternoon at the crowded lit- 
tle cottage down on the corner of Jack- 
son and Center streets. The tiny rooms 
were prettily,.decorated with flowers; 
the tea table was presided over by Mrs. 
Paddock and Mrs. Hamilton, and the 
fruitade was dispensed by Miss Tatham 
and Miss Beardsley. The Reception 
Committee included Mmes. Landt, Al- 
ford and Morse. Mrs. Jarvis, the presi- 
dent, presided, and reports were read 
by the secretaries. A balance was re- 
ported on hand of $13, and the building 
fund now amounts to $180. The nursery 
is supported by contributions from the 
Assistance League, the German Benevo- 
lent Society, the Epworth Circle of the 
Methodist Church, the East Side King’s 
Daughters, the Prospect Park, the Long 
Beach, Tropico and Glendale circles, 
and the monthly subscriptions of in- 
dividuals. The expenses amount to $50 
a month, and the subscriptions to but 
$40, making <a continual struggle to 
scurry up the deficit, and make both 
ends meet. The friends of the institu- 
tion are anxious to build a larger home, 
as the present quarters in the little 
rented cottage are altogether inade- 
quate. The nursery enables working 


a safe and comfortable place, while 
they are obliged to be away from home, 
earning a living for themselves and 
their families. For 5 cents a day, each 
child brought to the nursery is given 
two good meals, a warm dinner at noon 
and a supper at 5 o’clock of bread and 
butter, milk, and perhaps a little fruit, 
and is washed and kept clean. Mrs. 
Turnbull, the faithful matron, with 
the assistance of one girl, cares for the 
children, who yesterday numbered 
eighteen. Those who are old enough 
are sent to the Stimson-Lafayette Kin- 
dergarten, and cared for the rest of the 
day at the nursery. The King's Daugh- 
ters meet once a month, and sew for 
the children. Mrs. Turnbull often as- 
sists the mothers to get work, as well 
as caring for their children.

ANOTHER OBJECTION TO THE 
HUNTINGTON SCHEME. 


There is one important matter whic 
should not be forgotten in considering 
the various phases of this harbor ques- 
tion. Should the government locate a

so desire. At the same time, there is

It-is not necessary to explain ‘to any

In fact, the 
commencement of our wonderful 
growth is dated by careful observers 
who have thoroughly investigated .the 
subject from the time that the Santa Fe 
Company hauled its first freight into 
the city.

GOOD ROADS MOVEMENT. 
That the United States is a long way 


behind the leading countries of the Old 
World in the matter of good roads is 
a fact that is patent to every intelli- 
gent traveler abroad, but it is gratify- 
ing to note that there is a movement 
through the country at large to better 
our condition in this respect, and to 
secure more thoroughly improved high- 
ways. 


Very decided action has of late been 


taken by the State of Wisconsin look - 
ing to such improvement of her roads 
as would give her an advanced position 


among the States in the matter of her 


highways. Public sentiment in this 
regard is rapidly crystalizing and is 
resorting to aggressive measures in 
order to secure action. This movement 
is not left to individual or municipal. 


action alone, but is taking the form of 


State organization, the better to ac- 


complish what the people desire. 


The first work undertaken in the 


matter in the Badger State was to 


create a strong public sentiment in 
favor of good roads. The wheelmen of 
the State first adopted stirring resolu- 
tions and vigorous essays, and strong 
speeches were prepared for farmers’ 
conventions until the public mind was 
fully awakened to the popular need. 


But this was not considered suffi- 


cient, and efforts are now being made 
to secure proper legislation, and the 
Wisconsin League for Good Roads is 
directing its efforts towards securing 
this. The newspapers of the State are 
getting out special good roads editions, 
and the solid business men of the 
State, representative of its agricultural 
and manufacturing interests, are be- 
coming identified with the Good Roads 
League, and are working unitedly to 


accomplish the desired end. 


It is stated that the league has laid 


5 


out definite lines of action for the ac- 
complishment of certain ends, chief 
among which is the levying by the 
State Legislature of a State road tax, 
by which the State is to take a hand 
in building at least one good highway 
through every town in the State.” 

This proposition is simply following 
in the wake of Massachusetts, New 
Jersey and other States where the 
State tax method exists, and as a re- 
sult, smooth and indestructible high- 
ways abound. New York and Pennsyl- 
vania are moving in the same direction, 
that of adopting the State-tax method, 
which is certain to secure a general 
system of good roads. 

Under this plan the State pays a cer- 
tain proportion of the cost of building 
the county highways, those great agri- 
cultural and business arteries that 
need to be kept in the best of repair 
tor travel and traffic. Rome was wise, 
and she built roads that should last 
for centuries. Over them she could | 
move her mighty. armies, and by them 
she was inseparably linked with her 
outlying subjects. But we require 
good roads, not for military purposes, 
but for our industrial purposes, and 
for purposes of pleasure. 
with a little united and determined 
effort soon have as good roads here in 
California as are found everywhere in 
England and France. There is no one 
need here in California that is more 
pronounced than this, and some action. 
should be taken to answer that need. 
The bicycle will be one of the greatest 
boons of modern invention if it is the 
means of arousing public sentiment 
upon this important subject sufficiently 
to. stir the public mind to action. 
would be of inestimable value to Cali- 
fornia if this could be done. 


Huntington’s hirelings continue to 
talk about “the double appropriation” 
for a harbor on this coast.

SANTA BARBARA, April 15—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) Yesterday saw 
the opening of the Santa Barbara 


Flower Festival with ‘the rose ex- 


hibit and rosebud parade in the af-

in the evening by the Philharmonic 
Society, under the direction of Herr 
Schuy. The street decorations were 
not quite finished and the work on them 
was retarted by a stiff breeze which 
prevailed during the greater part of 
the day and made havoc with the palm 
branches and streamers of gay bunting 
which fluttered from the front of 
nearly every building. . . 

Santa Barbara did not mind a little 
thing like that, however, and every 
available room in the town was in de- 
mand to accommodate the throngs of 
visitors who came from all parts of 
the country to be present at the famous 
Feast of Flowers. 

The streets were spanned with 
arches made of date and fan palms, 
brightened with many-colored stream- 
ers, and every piilar and doorway was 
masked with the broad, tropical. leaves 
which make the most effective feature 
in all décorations for festivals in the 
Land of Sunshine. All incoming trains 
were crowded to the platforms with 
visitors, and every available article on 
wheels was pressed into service to ac- 
commodate the sightseers who utilized 
the day before the grand parade and 
Battle of the Flowers to take in every 
point of interest in the surrounding 
country. | : 
AMONG THE ROSES. . 


The Rose Exhibit was the principal 
feature of yesterday’s festivity. It was 
held in a large circular Hot 
ion adjoining the Arlington Kote 

spite of the high’ wind, which made the 
circular tent-roof flap like a mainsail 
in a squall, the pavilion presented a 
gay and tropical appearance, banked 
as it was with palms, ferns and the 
choicest blossoms that even this favored 
spot can produce.

On 
every side were arranged long tables, 
laden with the different exhibits, which 
might have come from the gardens -of 
the gods. Opposite the entrance was a 
deep recess, lined with a solid curtain of 
fan-palms, where, in the early part of 
the afternoon, the Spanish String Band 
lent the charm of quaint, tinkling mel- 
f to the pretty scene. 
he outer edge of the pavilion was 
built up with a wide double ledge, upon 
which were displayed choice semi-trop- 
ical flowers and fruits. Date-palms 
were everywhere, the graceful, droop- 
ing sprays outlined against the white 
background, and the effect of all the 
broad-leaved plants was everywhere 
lightened by the slender branches and 
delicate, pointed leaves of the Japanese 
bamboo. eaps of oranges, lemons, 
custard apples, citrons and monster 
strawberries were piled among the 
flowers, and clusters of bananas hung 
against the wall. 

Nasturtiums and eschcholtzias added 
a golden blaze to the general effect of 
vivid color, and helped to carry out the 
festival colors of pink, blue and gold. 

IN THE PAVILION. 

By 3 o’clock the pavilion was crowded 
with visitors, and the Flower Festival 
was fairly opened. The initial proces- 
sion was, appropriately, the rosebud 
parade, and a prettier show could not 
well inaugurate the feast of flowers. 
Hight tiny carriages, each a mass of 
blossoms, and containing a small pink 
and white human blossom, were pushed 
slowly around the large circle of the 
pavilion, amid the hearty ap- 
plause and admiring comments of 
the audience, The motive power of the 
gay little line of chariots was fittingly 
fresh and dainty, for each carriage was 
pushed by a small girl clad in white, 
with a nurse’s cap of white muslin upon 
her pretty head. 

First in the line came a large double 
carriage, which was a mass of white 
and pale-yellow Banksia roses, and in 
which. lay two pretty babies, Wilbur 
and Rebecca Sawyer, the twin children 
of Edward F. Sawyer of Santa Barbara. 
The flower-twined handles of the min- 
jature chariot were held by two little 


dark-haired maids, Bertha and Bertie 


Steley, also twins, and barely old 
enough to push and guide their dainty 
burden through the crowd, which

gay with roses ti match the decora- 
tions on the tiny wagon. 

One of the prettiest groups in the par- 
ade was that formed by the children of 
Mr. Bean, five of them, the two babies 
in carriages pulled by the three little 
girls, May, Edna and Irma, harnessed 
with ropes of flowers, Master Danie) 
Bean came first, by right of his occu- 
pancy of the supreme household posi- 
tion of the baby,“ and the second car- 
riage was occupied by his brother, Ray- 
mond, the next in rank. Both baby 
wagons were, draped in muslin of a 
delicate shade of mauve, the floral dec- 
orations being the purple blessoms of 
the wild ground-almond, pale-pink rose- 
buds and feathery sprays of yellow 
mustard. The little girls were all 
dressed in white, and the tandem har-

BRIGHT COLORS. 

The brightest bit of color in the whole 
procession was the little carriage which 
held Master Francis Charles Maguire, 
a dark-eyed little fellow. whose baby 
beauty was most appropriately set in 
a. blaze of yellow and flame 
colored nasturtiums. From para- 
sol to wheels, the small wagon 
was amass of gay blossoms, and 
the . dazzling combination of beautiful 
baby and bright flowers was too much 


for the judges, for, on the third time 


of passing the stand the blue ribbon 
was pinned upon the floral canopy, 
and the silver cup lay among the flame- 
colored blossoms at little Francis’s feet. 
He did not seem at all elated by his hon- 
ors, but regarded with a grave and 
somewhat disdainful look the crowds 
who pressed around to do homage to 
the little monarh of this unique baby- 
show. 

The whole procession was so charm- 
ing that the managers acceded to thé 
universal request for a repetition in the 
evening; and promised other prizes, 

s it had been extremely difficult to ar- 
hive at a decision, and every carriage, 
baby and all, was pretty enough to 
have carried off the cup by general con- 
sent. 

At the commencement of the parade 
the String Band was replaced by the 
Philadelphia Marine Band, whose scar- 
let uniforms and glittering instruments 
made a bright dash of color in the 
palm-lined recess, and who supplied 
dashing military music for the rest of 
the day. 

FLOWER AND FRUIT EXHIBIT. 


The number of exhibitors of fruits 


and flowers is thirty-eight. The fruits 
displayed are those for which Southern 


California is noted, lemons, oranges and 
Jimes. There 27e also to be found among 
the exhibits loquats and a few other 
varieties, which are now being intro- 
duced in this section. Though the num- 
ber of varieties of fruits displayed is 
not large, they are of their class very 
fine, and would attract attention in any 
display of fruits. | 

The display of flo , especially of 
roses, is very fine, and their like can- 
not be excelled anywhere. Under this 
same head can be mentioned a great 
many varieties of wild flowers, for 
which Santa Barbara county is well- 
deservedly noted, on exhibition. One 
exhibitor has not less than two hundred 
varieties of wild flowers and grasses 
on displ x. 

One of the handsomest displays of 
flowers is that of Miss A. S. C. Blake, 
Blake is not competing for a prize. The 
handsomest in Miss display 
the Aspelnium belageria. Its peculiar- 
ity of growth adds to the interest in 
the plant.

Dr. Lorenzo Yates, the director cf 
this flower and fruit exhibition, has 1 
large etntry of cacti.

South and Central America 
have contributed to form this collec- 
tion. There are also some fine speci- 
mens of cactus from Mexico and “ali- 
fornia. 

Miss Jennings has a nice exhibit of 
wild flowers named and unnamed.

Miss Nickerson exhibits twelve va- 
rieties of sweet peas. | 

The Misses Tierney have an exhibit 
of roses and pomelo fruit. 

Master John Edwards has a display 
of wild flowers and grasses.

Mrs. Charles Woodbridge has 2 mag- 
nificent display of roses.

Second, he is so at the ‘behest of a po- 
litical boss. Third, he favors Santa 
Monica because his individual interests 
will be subserved thereby. 

There will not be two deep-sea har- 
bors off the coast of this county. To 
place them there would be a wasteful 
expenditure of the money of the people. 
You ask why? Because they are unnec- 


essary and are not required by the de- 


mands of commerce. Organized labor is 


not calling for any looting of the public 
An enhance the interests of 
Huntington and a few others who may 


have investments at Santa Monica.

FIRE ESCAPES. 


Chief Moore Presents a Detailed 
Report in Relation to Them. 


At a recent meeting of the Fire Com- 
mission Chief Moore was instructed to 
present a detailed report of the condi- 
tion of buildings throughout. the city, 
as to their compliance with the' ordi- 


nance requiring the placing of fire es- 
capes on them. 


Yesterday the Chief submitted the 
following report in the matter: 

“In the matter of fire escapes, I beg 
leave to report that that all owners of 
properties requiring fire escapes have 
been notified to comply with the ordi- 
nances. The following is a list of prop- 
erties unprovided with fire escapes, the 
reasons therefor and the intentions of 
the owners or of the agents thereof: 

“Main street (east side)—Old Pico 
House, will be fitted at once; Merced 
Theater, contract let; Baker Block, 
contract let; Mrs. Kellog’s building, 
failed to find owner; Grand Central 
Hotel, owner and agent non-residents;

A WELCOME DECISION. 


Supreme Court Holds the Bond Act 
Constitutional. 

There was rejoicing in the office of 
the City Attorney yesterday, and 
throughout the City Hall building. The 
good feeling was occasioned by the 
dispatch from San Francisco printed in 
The Times of yesterday, announcing 
that the Supreme Court had upheld the 
Superior Court in deciding that the 
bond act, under which thousands 
dollars worth of street improvements 
have been done in Los Angeles, is con- 
stitutional. This dispatch was confirmed 
by a telegram which the City Attor- 
ney received from H. T. Palmer of Oak- 
land, who is an authority on matters 
of law pertaining to street improve- 
ments.

GREAT PLAIN PEOPLE 


ACCORDING TO GEN. WALKER 
THEY FAVOR M’KINLEY. 


A "Sizesup” of the Political Situa- 
tion by the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public—His Visit to This City. 


After a stormy passage over the Ra- 
ton Mountains, where a heavy snow- 
storm delayed the overland train for 
eight hours, Gen. I. F. Walker, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, arrived in this city last 
evening, accompanied by his chief of 
staff, Col. Dietrich. Forty minutes 
after his arrival he addressed the united 
Women's Relief Corps of the city, the 
members of which had prepared a re- 
eeption for him at Illinois Hall. 

Gen. Walker, for the past three 
months has been making a tour of the 
country, visiting the various G. A. R. 
posts in the States where the order 
flourishes. From New England he has 
3 through the Middle States, and 

as eventually reached California in 
his itinerary. The general, with his 
party, is en route for Santa Cruz, where 
the department encampment takes 
place on the 22d of this month. 

In the corridors of the Westminster 
Hotel last evening Gen. Walker chatted 
pleasantly concerning his tour and the 
situation of the country as it appeared 
to him in the course of his travels. The 
general is a well-built, keen-eyed man, 
with closely-cropped gray whiskers, 
wearing a double-breasted Prince Al- 
bert coat, on the left lapel of which re- 
poses the bronze button that is worn 
alike by the .commander-in-chief and 
the humblest member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. Looking you 
straight in the eye as he speaks, his 
manner is indicative of the thorough- 
bred soldier, whose military disposition 
has been smoothed by the finesse ac- 
quired through an intimate acquain- 
tance with worldly men and things. 

“When I was elected commander-in- 
chief of the army,” said Gen. Walker, 
“I made the promise to visit the posts 
in the army from Maine to California. 
I am redeeming that promise, and am 
at this time closing up a three-months’ 
tour of the country in performance of 
my pledge. We have been in New Eng- 
land, and from there journeyed to the 
more central States, finally, much to 
my gratification, arriving in California. 
How do I like it? Well, (with a wink) 
very much as did the newly-married | 
man who thought it splendid as far as 
he'd gone!“ | 

“What about the political situation in 
the East?” * 

“Oh,” replied the general, we don't 
mix up politics with the Grand Army— 
at least, one kind of politics, and as a 
Grand Army man and officer, I have 
no statement to make regarding poli- 
tics and political candidates. But from 
the standpoint of a man who has trav- 
eled from section to section of the 
country, and has kept his eyes open, 
while traveling, I can perhaps tell you 
something of interest, if not of value. 
You want to know who the people—the 
people, mind you—are talking of for 
President? 

There is one man who is getting the 
Tion’s share of attention just now, from 
East-to West, as the coming nominee 
of the Republican party for the Presi- 
dency.”

SAN DIEGO BREVITIES. 

The County Horticultural Associa- 
tion held an instructive session at the 
Chamber of Commerce on Tuesday. 
President Philip Morse referred to the 
increased Shipments of products from 
this county, saying that the steamship 
company reported an increase of 50 per 
cent. in these shipménts for the first 
three months of 1896, over the corre- 
sponding period in 1895.
